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PERU’S NEW RAILROAD 


Perhaps the most important indus- 
trial 
to be definitely taken up in South 
America in several years, certainly 
the greatest since the beginning of 
the Great War, is that announced 
by the Peruvian government, of con- 
necting the ports of the Pacific and 
the ‘Atlantic by means of a trans- 
Andean railway, now being uilt to 
meet the navigable waters which 
flow into the Amazon. The first 
definite announcement of this pro- 
ject in the United States, so far 
as known, was made in April, “1917, 
by Senator Enrique Coronel Zegarra 
of the Peruvian Congress, who 
sought to interest capital in the 
enterprise. Senator Zegarra pointed 
out at that time, as had previously 
been pointed out, the fact that 
the building of the proposed line, 
estimated at about 350 miles in 
length, and to cost approximately 
$30,000,000, would open to the 
world the resources of a region im- 
mensely rich in minerals, agricul- 
tural lands and rubber. Previous 
efforts to open this section had been 
made by Peru, as well as by Bo- 
livia and Ecuador. Ecuador, at that 
time, was said to be building rail- 
road designed to penetrate sections

PROBLEM REGARDING SOFT DRINKS 


Inquiries received by the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue and Collectors 
indicate a misunderstanding on the 
part of not only a large portion of 


the public, but dealers themselves Mi 


regarding the tax on soft drinks, 
which became effective May ist. Re- 
ports reaching the bureau are that 
gome dealers are not collecting the 
tax while others are charging ex- 
tra pennies for drinks which are not 
taxable. 

To correct these mistakes the bu- 
reau has issued the following offi- 
cial statement relating to the col- 
lection of the tax: 

The tax is one cent for each ten 
cents or fraction thereof. on’ the 
@mount paid at soda fountains, ice 
cream parlors or similar places of 
business on soft drinks, ice cream, 
ice cream sundaes, “or similar ar- 
ticles ef food or drink when sold 
for consumption in or in prox- 
imity to. such place of business.” 
The purchaser cannot escape the 
tax by stepping outside of the place 
where sold to consume his soft 
drink or ice cream. Ice cream in 
cones is taxable, because sold un- 
der conditions which indicate that 


| it is to be consumed ‘“‘in or in prox- 


imity to the place of business.” 
When ice cream is sold under con- 
ditions which indicate that it would 
usuaHy be consumed in or in prox- 
‘mity ta the Premises, the fact that 
the purchaser does not consume it 
there but carries it away, does not 
yender it: free from the tax. Ice 
cream sold in boxes and ice cream 
sodas or other. soft drinks sold in 


and similar articles of food and 
drink in hotels, restaurants, cafeter- 
ias and club houses are not taxable 
unless sold separate and apart from | 
meals, If ice cream: or a soft drink | 
is the only refreshment ordered in 
such placés the tax applies. Such 
sales at soda fountains are taxable 
even though sold as part of a meal. 

In general, such beverages com- 
monly Known as soft drinks which 
are compounded or mixed at a soda 
fountain are subject to the tax. Il-

The tax is on the whole amount 
of the purchase price. Thus, if a 
purchaser who treats a friend or- 
fers two sodas at the same time, 
2ach selling for 15 cents, the tax is 
3 cents and not 4 cents. If, however, 
he buys one 15 cent soda and imme- 
diately thereafter purchases an- 
other 15 cent drink, the tax is 2 
“ents on each sale. Dealers are 


advised to guard separate customers 


‘against pooling their purchases to 
escape the tax. The penalty for 
willfully attempting to evade the 
tax is a fine or not more than $10,- 
400 or not more than one year’s 
4mprisonment, or both, together 
vith the cost of prosecution.

HIGHT FLIES 
IN THE Gy 


It is hard to get people interested 
in a subject they know nothing 
about. That is why the educational 
side of public health work is of 
value as an aid to bring about bet- 
ter health conditions. For exam- 
le, when the people of a commu- 
nity are informed as to the danger- 
ous character of the fly, and when 
they are educated on this subject 
to the point where they understand 
the relation of neglected piles of 
stable refuse, filth and rubbish to 
the existing swarms of flies in their 
community, they bqcome willing 
workers in cleaning up, because they 
know and understand the import- 
ance the fly extermination as a 
means of protection against som. 
of the most dangerous diseases. 

In any community or place where 
the flies are numerous, the first 
thing to do is to clean up and re 
move filth and rubbish of all kinds 
If this is done early in the sea 
son there will be few flies, but if 
the cleaning up has ‘been delayed 
and the fifes have already put in 
their appearance, then in addition 
to the clean-up, yard traps may be 
used with good results. Traps pe 
in the yard will catch the flies be- 
fore they have a chance to get 
into the home. Yard or outdoor 
traps are not expensive, and as a 
means of ridding a neighborhood o 
flies, are much more effective than 
swatting, which should ‘be, done in 
the house, and keep at it through- 
out the whole summer. 

Dr. Blake, Health Commissioner, 
wants to inform the people that the 
Department of Health of this city 
has a number of large fly-traps that 
it will be pleased to loan to respon- 
sible persons, provided they will 
take care of same and keep them 
properly baited at all times. If 
you should lIfke to have a trap call 
up the Health Office, Richmond 
302, give your name and address 
and the Sanitary Inspector will at- 
tend to the rest.
